Disease May Be Controlled by Spray* 
Ing With Either Bordeaux Mixture 
or Lime-Sulphur. 


Scab of the pear tree affects fruit, 
leaves and twigs. 
The twig injury is. 
however, of minor importance. 
The 
•pots on both the fruit and foliage 
are of an olive color and usually have 
a velvety appearance. The fruit spots 
often 
continue 
developing 
in 
cold 
storage, and decay is very apt to start 
>ri such places. The fungus lives over

winter in the leaf spots, and Is also 
believed to be carried over to some 
extent on the twigs. 
Scab also affects apple trees and 
fruit, but usually it is not quite so 
serious as the pear scab. 
Scab may be controlled by spraying 
with either bordeaux mixture (3-5-50) 
or lime-sulphur. The first application 
should be made just as the leaves are 
unfolding,

Organism Apparently So Small That 
Most Powerful Microscopes Fall 
to Show It. 


Hog cholera is caused by a germ 
'hat exists in the blood. 
It is an or­ 
ganism apparently so small that the 
most powerful microscopes do 
not 
ihow it. However, it is easy to demon­ 
strate its presence by inoculating a 
small part of the blood from a sick 
log into a well one, which produces 
he hog cholera. 
Hog cholera is a disease w*hich 
;eems to be stopped to a degree by 
he frosts of •- ■*~*er, although frost 
cannot be saiu to stop a case after it 
aas taken hold of its victim. 
How­ 
ever, it seems to prevent the rapid 
spread of the disease. 
The result is 
that in spring time the affection is as 
a, rule at the lowest ebb but increases 
rapidly from that time until fall. 
Hog cholera does not seem to affect 
any particular breed of hogs more 
than another, and while generally the 
careless farmer is more apt to have 
the disease among his bogs than the 
careful one, the disease sometimes 
occurs where the conditions are sani­ 
tary. 
It is hoped that the work of 
exterminating cholera may be extend­ 
ed gradually until th" disease is com­ 
pletely controlled or 
Aminated.

birds, dogs, streams and even on the 
feet of men going from one farm to

REMEDY FOR WOOLLY APHIS 


Finely Powdered Tobacco or W a ste 
Stems Will Prove Effective in 
Eradication of Insects. 


(By F. II. HILLMAN.) 
Some effective remedies for the 
woolly aphis are as follows: 
For the apple root 
form, which 
causes knots or swellings on the small­ 
er roots—remove the earth. Three or 
four inches of soil, about the crown 
for a distance of two to four feet from 
the tree and sprinkle in four to six 
pounds of finely powdered tobacco. 
Waste tobacco stems, which can be 
purchased very cheaply, can be used 
in place of powdered tobacco. 
Natural enemies do far more than 
is generally supposed toward reducing 
the number of aphids, but in a dry 
season, especially, nature must be as­ 
sisted if these insects are to be kept 
reduced to nondestructive numbers.

trees on transplantation in case the 
presence of the aphids is suspected.

The paper today said that France 
and Germany had today r e c e s s e d 
the neutrality of Holland and Bel­ 
gium, bitt for fear that the tempta­ 
tion 
to 
short-cut

Belgium 
Would make it unsafe, the Belgian 
soldiers have been and are being sent 
to guard the frontiers. 
Marie has told you of our visit to 
tile barracks yesterday. 
We were 
’bere just in time to see them start. 
They were well drilled and on splen­ 
did horses. You know Belgium horses 
are the hest iii tile world, and they 
ar© really fine. 
The men were fine 
looking in their bear-skin caps, carry­ 
ing their lances. 
Some were walking. 
I do not know whether or not they 
went on the train, hut the train goes 
right bv our back yard, 
and 
there 
have been load after load of soldiers 
and horses going past today. 
One load of doctors and surgeons, 
with their cases, with the red cross 
on their sleeves, also passed. 
With 
them were a lot of priests. You know 
they wear a long, black sort of dress, 
with a very flat hat. I have not found 
out yet what they are supposed to 
represent. 
It is very strange how 
quietly they do things. 
There is no 
noise among the 
soldiers 
or 
the 
crowds, no band playing, no speeches. 
They move with nothing but the bu­ 
gles, generally just two bugles, some­ 
times more, but ifs beautiful. 
It’s 
all very exciting. 
Tomorrow' I’m going down to the 
consulate and make sure that we are 
under surveillance of the consulate 
general. I suppose I will see Mr. Nas­ 
mith. T know it is not necessary, but 
I want to make sure that everything 
is safe for us, then you will not worry 
about us. 
There is already a great 
deal 
of 
trouble about the money affairs, not 
with us, of course, 
but 
you 
never 
know’ when some complication may 
arise. 
The peasants have made a “run” 
on the savings banks, and they have 
had to stop paying out gold and sil­ 
ver, and they are apt to refuse our 
paper at any time. 
Then, of course, 
we would be in an uncomfortable sit­ 
uation. 
Our teacher (French) told us on 
Friday about this danger and warned 
us to stock up with provisions. 
We 
did not think it serious, so we did 
not rush. 
So this morning our pro­ 
prietor came and told us to do the 
same, as the prices are raising every 
hour. 
Ruth and I ran over to our 
little store and we found her almost 
out already. 
She could only let us 
have one pound of flour and begged 
us to take only a half pound of butter. 
We got enough tea, coffee, sugar and 
things of that sort to last three or 
four weeks, so we will be very safe, 
and if it is necessary to give up our 
trip to Holland for the present that 
will he a very 
small matter and we 
can study 
that much harder on the 
French. 
The military hospital is directly 
across from us and the volunteers 
crowd the doors with their mothers, 
wives, sisters and sweethearts—wait­ 
ing for the examination. 
The soldiers who have given their 
years to service to the king and have 
been discharged and those living in 
the country have been recalled, so 
they are marching in and their farms 
are left. Tt’s 
very terrible 
Our 
French teacher came in this after- 
non and she w'as so excited that we 
did not open our books. 
She talked 
about the war, and W'e drank tea and 
asked her questions. 
The Belgians are furious at Ger 
many and are calling their soldiers 
awful names. 
They are calling them 
“pigs,” which is the ugliestword in 
French that you can call a man. We 
will rest very quietly right here in 
our comfortable rooms, and will prac­ 
tice and sew and study and we are 
sure that no harm can come to us.
